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PROLOGUE 


In this issue we set out the events that happened during the period from 
July 1992 until December 1993. 

We do believe that through this chronicle there is a Satisfying view of 
the social struggle and of the developed anti-state practices. 

Since October 1993 there is a change of the persons who manage the affairs 
of the domination. PASOK(the socialist party) succeeded ND (New Democracy: 
center-right party). This succession, though it doesn’t change the whole 
course of domination, complicates the practices and the techniques which the 
authoritarians use against the human society. 

Thus, the persons of the state brought- back, with an intense way, the 
"Macedonian" case, trying to disorientate and to outshine the Struggle of the 
oppressed people with nationalistic and patriotic lies. 

Naturaly, the social struggle 15 continued and the anarchists contribute, 
in every way, to the development of the anti-state struggle. 

You will ascertain that, except of the chronicle of events, the Anarchist 
Archieves have started to work by November 20, 1993. This effort’s direction 
is to collect, present and dispose all the printed material, written by 
anarchists and antiauthoritarians, from the whole period of their organized 
presence and participation in the social struggle in Greece. 

We understand that this effort will take time in order to complete it, but 
as far as the first 4 months of its work we ‘ve seen that Significant and big 
steps have been made. 

Finally, we inform you that, by March 1994, there is a bank account open, 
as an economic contribution for the release of the struggling people from 
imprisonments with option and for payment of bails and NOT for the payment of 
lawyers.

CHRONICLE FROM 1- 8- 1992 UP TO 31- 12- 1993 
JULY 1992 


31- 7 - The trial of the fascist J. Kalabokas is continued with various 
obstacles, invented by the counsels and accusers. 

- The state, through the government of N.D.(=New Denocracy: the 
governing party), announces the dismissal of 1,025 workers, as a first stage 
of the closing of EAS(Public Transportation Company), i.e. the dismissal of 
8,000 workers, in order to make the company private. 


AUGUST 1992 


l- 8 - EAS’s administration announces, after bargains, 1,025 names of 
workers, chosen with "social criteria", in the frames of enforcing the 
government’s plans of EAS’s reform (!!!)". Military vehicles and soldiers are 
used, in one of their roles: as a strike-breaker mechanism. 


2- 8 - Early in the morning (6.15) the dismissed strikers of EAS abandon, 
without any battle, the coach-houses, after a "surprise" operation of special 
police forces (MAT-EKAM). At noon (12.30) there is a march of the strikers, 
towards the Parliament. At Syntagma square, they have to confront MAT 
platoons, which block their way to the ministry of Transport. The instant 
created tension is defused by the unionists. 


3- 8 - A new march, towards the ministry of Presidency, is organized by the 
dismissed strikers of EAS. The cops, who are lined up in the Parliament, 
receive plastic bottles, while cries like "There, there are the terrorists", 
are heard but also clear anti-government cries. Also, the minister of 
Navigation, who was accidentaly passing through on his way to the Parliament, 
is punched and kicked. 


4- 8 - In a gathering of the dismissed strikers of EAS, outside the court 
buildings, the strikers find under cover cops among them, whom they beat 
badly. Next day, the cops go "recommended" to the house of a dismissed 
striker and they arrest him for the beating. 


5- 8 - The state, applying "divide and rule", distributes the buses of ex-EAS 
to all those who have the pleasuse... the workers, guided by the union, start 
a series of marches of unknown end ("until the next year", says the 
instrument of the state, syndicalist Kollas) and of many kilometers... 


6- 8 - The cops invade the house of Th. Pissimissis, witness for the defense 
of the activist K. Mazokopos), because of "information about hidden guns and 
explosives" and they take 3 type-writers and printed material, while he is 
absent. 


10- 8 - Prisoners escape from the prisons of Larissa, at 21.00. At first they 
are 40 people but, after the wounding of one of them by the guards, only 12 
people succeed to escape. By noon of the next day 5 people are arrested. 


11- 8 - Two more prisoners, who had escaped from Larissa’s Prisons, are

_ arrested. 


14- 8 - A cop shoots, early in the morning at Aegaleo (a municipality of 
Athens), the pillion-passenger of a motorcycle droven by a minor, because he 
doesn’t stop for identification check. 


17- 8 - The state, using its mechanisms -cops and army-, moves 213 buses of 
EAS from the coach-houses to military camps, using as drivers some soldiers 
and volunteers. The buses’ transportation takes action without any annoyance 
or wisper. The dismissed strikers of EAS are "sleeping peacefully", with the 
gilden pills, given by the syndicalists, in their homes. The colaboration 
between state and syndicalists, perfect in harmony, brings fruits. They are 
worth their salt. But not for ever... 


18- 8 - The first day of circulation, of the mobilized buses of EAS, starts 
with harsh beatings and arrests. The buses move in the streets of Athens 
under the escort of police cars, Z-motorcyclists and MAT. The dismissed 
strikers try to prevent them (at the terminals of Akademia st.) and they 
clash with the cops. Result: 2 people wounded, 5 strikers arrested and 
interruption of traffic for 2 hours. Later, at 17.00, the strikers organize a 
march towards the Parliament. The cops try to prevent it. The demonstrators- 
strikers respond to the fully armed cops with beams, etc. 

- Dismissed strikers of EAS rush a crip driver, who goes to file his 
form, in order to aquire a bus (at the moment when his colleagues clash with 
the MAT). 


20- 8 - A demonstration of the workers of all over the prefecture of Attiki, 
is organized by the [ZEE(Greek General Confederation of Labor) and other 
"social vehicles", as a support to the dismissed strikers of EAS. 
Anarchists, who are present at the demonstration distribute leaflets. 


2l- 8 - Clashes in Votanikos: LAWS AND DECREES GET ABOLISHED IN THE 
BARRICADES. 

The glass is filled to the brim for the dismissed strikers of EAS. The 
spoonful, which filled it up, is thrown at noon, at Karaiskaki square, when 
some strikers attack a bus and are attacked by the MAT. 

The drop, which filled it to the brim, comes in the afternoon outside the 
coach-house of Votanikos. The dismissed strikers of EAS block it, at about 
8.00om, with chants. A little later, "some" people go into the coach-house 
and start 3-4 buses, in order to take them out... The strikers get angry and 
start insulting the Mat and the government. Two MAT platoons form a line, 
infront the coach-house’s entrance. In 5’ the strikers set fires in barels, 
wood and tyres. A group of strikers attack the cops who counter-attack with 
tear gas. At 9.45pm a striker throws a molotov bomb against the Mat, while 
the glasses of a police van-pigsty are broken. The number of the people 
increases, as the time passes, so does the number of cops. At about 10.00pm 
the repressive forces mount an attack with tear gas and drive the people 
back, temporarily. In a half an hour the people get reorganized and reattack 
the cops with stones and molotov bombs. At about 11.005 the situation is out 
of the control of the state and the unionist manipulators. 

The classes show, really, the enormity of the oppressed people’s abilities. 
They show the enormity of social solidarity, between, not only those who 
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. Struggled with the strikers of EAS but also, the inhabitants, who offer all 


mean and material needed (facecloths, bottles, gazoline, wad) and who came to 
the baricades in order to enforce, with all means and with their 
partcipation, the struggle. An important characteristic is the extension of 
the baricades and the fires, which are spread, geographically speaking. 

The clashes panic the state and the syndicalists. The president of ΓΣΕΕ, 
Kanelopoulos, loyal to his role, runs with the fire hose. He is very 
disaproving, when he proposes to the workers to abandon the streets and go to 
the union’s offices, with cries as: "Venal ΓΣΕΕ", "LAWS GET ABOLISHED IN THE 
BARICADES", "COPS-PIGS-MURDERERS", "VIOLENCE TO THE VIOLENCE OF AUTHORITY", 
"BOSSES ARE THE SAME, RIGHT OR LEFT", etc. [Note: Kanelopoulos is a member of 
PASOK (socialist party)]. But this movement of disaproval is carefully hidden 
by the TV cameras, with a no sound picture. Finally, part of the people go to 
the union offices, whereas many people stay in the baricades. But those who 
went to the union offices want to come back to Votanikos. So the syndicalists 
announce ἃ march towards Votanikos and make the necessary contacts with the 
cops, under the disaproval of the people on the baricades. But they are worth 
their salt. They skilfully succeed in keeping the workers back from the first 
line of clashes, trying to show and simultaneously leave all the workers’ 
supporters open to the suppression forces. It is characteristic, and not 
accidental, that at the moment when the union was trying to push the workers 
back from the burning area and while other people were standing all over the 
length of the street, a push of the MAT also starts, with a hail of tear- 
gas, having as a result the push back of all the people from the clashing 
area. Of course, all the political parties, with ringleaders the 
KKE (communist party) and PASOK(socialists), having gone bersek, vent their 
spleen on the "provocateurs". But, everyone knows: they know and EAS’s people 
know -and not only them- the truth about the events that happened... 

The anarchists were, from the begining in solidarity with the struggling 
parts of the workers, contributing in many ways to the elevation of anti- 
state views and practices, in a mobilization where the characteristic of 
social struggle was the main one and which has been shown up many times. One 
more thing, that has to be noticed, is the proposal for OCCUPATIONS OF 
MINISTRIES AND COACH-HOUSES, was (along with the insistence on the importance 
of self-organized action out and against the plans of unions, syndicats and 
political parties) the means for the effort of materialization of the active 
parts of workers’s action, on the basis of the incomoromising clashing 
action. 


23- 8 - Molotov bombs are thrown against the local offices of ND(New 
Democracy: the governing party), in N. Philadelphia and in Kalithea. Serious 
damage is caused. 

- Two station-master offices of EAS and a double decker tourist bus are 
burnt, near the Archaeological Museum of Athens. The responsibility for the 
arson attack is taken by the organization "11 of January" 

- A molotov is thrown against ἃ car, outside the coach-house of EAS in 
Votanikos. The car is completely burnt. At the same time a station-master 
office of EAS is burnt, on the corner of Solonos and Patoussa streets. 


27- 8 - There is a march, organized by the dismissed strikers of FAS. The 
strikers locate two cops in the march: the commander of the Ist Security 
Station of Athens, Chr. Dakoulas, and the police officer Arvanitakis, 
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.batroling in under-cover uniform. The strikers beat them badly. So their walk 
ends in the 401 Army Hospital. Also, the sergeant Staboulidis is located, 
from whom, according to the police report, the strikers expropriate 
32,000drs. 


28- 8 - A group od dismissed strikers of EAS, who are out of the coach-house 
of Votanikos, locate a bus, driven by soldiers, whom they dislodge and cause 
damage to the bus. After a while 3 MAT platoons attack on about 100 
demonstrators and beat indiscriminately anyone they find in their way. 6 
people are arrested. 


30- 8 - Two molotov bombs destroy 2 ticket-offices of EAS, the first in 
Stournari st. (center of Athens) and the second in St. Dimitrios (Brachami). 
The responsibility for the arson is taken by: the Anarchist group Michalis 
Kaltezas. 


31- 8 - The custodies of dismissed strikers, who participated in the clashes 
of Votanikos, continue. Two other people are remanded in custody, one of them 
manhandled and put in hospital for 1 week. 

- A molotov bomb is thrown against the offices of ND in St. Barbara. On 
the wall is written: “Against the murderer Kalabokas - The Struggle is 
continued”. 

- The prisons of the Rural Prisons of Kassandra denounce the violence 
and threats by the prison guards-murderers. 


SEPTEMBER 1992 


1- 9 - There jis an explosion in the refineries of PETROLA. 25 people are 
seriously wounded and 13 are burnt-murdered!! One more "labor accident". One 
more murder of the state. "Labor accidents” and every-day death won’t stop 
to exist, as long as the dominators derive undisturbed their dominion through 
the exploitation of the people. 


2- 9 - Bad damage is caused to buses, during a march organized by dismissed 
strikers of EAS, in the center of Athens. Glasses are broken by stones, and 
so 5 buses and one ticket-office. 


3- 9 - A molotov bomb is thrown against a ticket-office of EAS, in the center 
of Athens, and destroys it completely. 


4- 9 - Some people attack a bus of EAS, in Elliniko area, and destroy it. 

- There is an arson attack on a bus of the Refineries of Aspropyrgos, in 
the area infront of the Panathinaikon Stadium. The responsibility is taken by 
the organization "Anti-state Solidarity". 

- One more march of the dismissed strikers of EAS, in the center of 
Athens, with incidents. Omonia square closes for few hours. During the march 
one bus and two military buses are broken. A spy and a police motorcyclist 
are beaten. The syndicalists declare: "The workers Struggle for all... 
Today’s incidents are only the begining..." 

- Three sailors die from inhilation of poisonous gases, during work in a 
hold. 
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.6- 9 - There is a denouncement by the prisoner M. Passalis (Comotini 


Prisons), concerning inhuman incidents in his prisons (violence, threats, 
beatings, rapes). 

- There is an attack, with molotov bombs, on a bus of ex-EAS, in 
Anthoupoli suburb. 

- There is an attack, with molotov bomb, on the offices of PASOK in St. 
Triada st., Glyfada. 


8- 9 - A march is organized by EAS’ people in Korydalos. A bus is broken, 
stones are thrown against the local offices of ND, a reporter is beaten and 
the syndicalist Kollas is chased out when he tries to stop the incidents like 
8 fireman. 

- A march of builders, from Kaning square towards Syntagma square 
(ministry of Economy), ends with the beating by cops and smoke-gases. The 
demonstrators break the ring violently and also a minister’s mercedes. Then 
the MAT „start beating and the builders make off-hand baricades from wood, 
chairs, etc. Finally 9 people are arrested. 

- Strikers and dismissed people of DEH(Public Electricity Company) 
invade an electricity unit in Ptolemaida(north Greece). They attack, break 
the police ring and seize a part of the unit. The MAT attack the people, who 
are outside the occupied building (bad beating). A striker wounds 6 cops with 
his car. 


9- 9 - A group of dismissed strikers of EAS attack 13 candidate-bus owners, 
outside the Court of Appeal Building, while there is a demonstration at 
Omonia square. They beat them, they exorooriate the money for the buying of 
the buses and they strip some of them naked. As the "suffered" denounce, they 
were ex-colleagues of them. 


10- 9 - There is a demonstration of all the workers of the prefecture of 
Attiki. 4 banks and a ticket-office are broken. 

- The MAT attack bank workers out of the Pisteos Bank at Stadiou st. 
Two people are arrested and many are wounded by the fully-armed cops. 


13- 9 - A ticket-office is destroyed by arson attack, in Terpsithea area. 

- Two dismissed drivers of EAS are remanded in custody, as responsible 
ror the stripping naked of their ex-colleagues (now candidate bus-owners) and 
2s particularly dangerous for public security. Also there are warrants out 
for the arrest of other people considered as participants in the incidents, 
according to data given to the cops by informers ex-EAS workers. 


14- 9 - One more driver of ex-EAS is remanded in custody, accused for robbery 
and for other indictable offences. 


17- 9 - There are incidents between cons and DEH strikers(electricity 
workers), who destroy the transport-tape of the unit. 

- Molotov bombs are thrown against the local offices of ND in Three 
Ierarches st., Ano Petralona. 

- There is a march outside the Prisons of Chania, Crete island, where 
many supporters of Vardis Tsouris demand his release. 


18- 9 - Hundreds of people of Chania, are outside the court building 
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demanding the release of Tsouris. He gets released with restrictive 
conditions, but he refuses to obey them. So the cops re-arrest him. The 
demonstrators also demand the stoppage of the prosecution of other people, 
who are accused in the same case, concerning the incidents happened during a 
demonstration against the american bases, where people clashed with the MAT 
and they burned the Prefecture, in July, 1990. 

- The first buses of ΣΕΠ (Transportation Enterprises: ex-EAS) circulate 
in the streets of Athens, Having a big escort of cops, Z-motorcyclist 
sections, police cabs and under- cover cops. 


20- 9 - Molotov bombs are thrown against 2 more buses of ex-EAS in St. 
Anargiri and in Chaidari. Also the glasses of buses are broken, in other 
areas of Athens. 


21- 9 - A 23-year-old prisoner, of Larissa’s Prisons, is found hanged with 
his sheet, in the toilets. Prisons, army, psychiatric clinics, this is 
authority. 


22- 9 - A group of people break the glasses of a bus of ex-EAS, in the corner 
of the streets P. Ralli and Kifissou. 

- Spare parts are stolen from the store room of EAS’s buses. 

- Long-term convicts of Alikarnassos’ Prisons (one of the most well- 
known hells) open holes in a wall, in an attempt to escape. Unfortunately 
they are noticed. The escapes from the prisons are revolutionary actions. 


23- 9 - A dismissed striker of EAS is arrested by Z-section motorcyclists at 
the moment when he attacks a bus. 


24- 9 - J. Tsapelis, 51 years old, dies from bad beating by a cop, as his 
brother denounces. The event is, of course, hidden by the Stupefying Mass 
Media. 

- There is a demonstration of the dismissed strikers of EAS in Omonia 
square and a march in the center of Athens. 

- The car of the owner of an ex-EAS bus is set on fire. 

- Two more buses of ex-EAS are broken, in the center of Athens. 

- There is a demonstration of the dismissed strikers of EAS, in the 
afternoon, in Attiki square and a march towards the center of Athens. 

- There is a demonstration, including a movie projection and a 
discusion, in Kavala(north-east Greece), organized by the Initiative for 
Solidarity and Counter-Information. The projected movie is "A white dry 
season" and the discussion’s subject is "Racism". 


26- 9 - The state materializes a premeditated methodical plan with the arrest 
of Chr. Marinos and E. Skiftoulis, "for attempt of stealing a car", in 
Exarchia area, and after that with the prosecution and custody of Sliftoulis, 
according to the state-terrorist law, for "participation in terrorist group" 
and "robbery", as well for "resistance of more than one, bearing arms", after 
the accusation of the put-up informer V. Dimopoulos, taxi-driver, for 
participation in the armed clash at Sepolia area, in November, 20, 1991, 
action charged, by the state, to the Revolutionary Organization 17th of 
November.

27- 9 - There is a concert in solidarity with the prisoners of ex-FAS, 
outside the Korydalos’ Prisons. 

- Serious damages are caused in three buses of ex-EAS, in equivalent 
areas of Athens. 


28- 9 - There is a demonstration-gathering of the dismissed workers of ex-EAS 
outside the Panathinaikon Stadium and a march through the quarters of Athens. 
/ chists take part in the march and they write slogans on the walls. 
ng the march there are two buses broken and the driver of the one beaten. 
state withdraws the buses from the streets of Athens, because of the 
tacks. The number of the attacked buses is up to 20, from the day they were 
privatised. 

- The custody of E. Skiftoulis is continued, according to the state- 
terrorist law. He is imprisoned as a member of the Revolutionary Organization 
"I7th of November" . 

-. There is a demonstration of the dismissed workers of EAS and of other 
workers, in Omonia square. The Colaboration of Anarchist groups and 
individuals for Social Solidarity and Multiform Action participates with a 
block. In the middle of the march’s way, there are incidents with some dog- 
syndicalists of KKE( the communist party), who take what they want...

29- 8 - The car of a bus owner is set on fire... He can go by a bus... 


- Two more buses of ex-EAS are broken and the driver of the one is 
-4 dismissed worker of DEH (Public Electricity Company) is guided to 
the prisons of Chalkida, with the charge that during the incidents outside 
ξ tricity unit of Ptolemaida, on 9/ 9, he swept off with his car, with 
n, and seriously wounded 6 cops. 


OCTOBER 1992 


1- 10 - Countrymen demonstrate and block up the airport of Chania, Crete, 
along with builders. Little incidents, with cops, take action. 

- A bus of ex-EAS is burnt and completely destroyed. Th efire spreads 
anc causes serious damage to a neighbouring container, full of spare parts. 


2- 10 - There is a march of the dismissed strikers in Perissos (quarter of 
ξ 5), with some incidents. The cops attack some syndicalists and 
orters. Little incidents follow. A cop is wounded and one person is 
arrested. 

- The anarchist and conscientious objector N. Maziotis is arrested 
after an accidental identification. 


3- 10 - 5 buses of ex-EAS are hit with stones, in the center of Athens and 5 
more are hit in the quarters of Pireas. 


4- 10 - 2 buses of ex-EAS are hit in the center of Athens. 
5- 10 - People attack and hit 2 buses of ex-EAS. 


7- 10 - 13 buses of ex-EAS are hit (in one day), with stones, marbles and 


_ball-bearings, in several quarters of Athens. The buses are seriously 
damaged. 


9- 10 - The car of A. Tsakiris, owner of an ex-EAS bus, is seriously damaged. 
- There is a demonstration in Kavala, organized by the Initiative for 

Solidarity and Counter-Information. The demonstration includes the projection 

of the movie "1984" and a discussion with the subject "State’s supression". 


12- 10 - The anarchist and conscientious objector N. Maziotis, arrested ዐዘ 
2/ 10, is transfered to the Army Prisons of Thessaloniki. He is charged by 
the court-martial for desertion. Maziotis has been arrestd again in May, 
1991, imprisoned for 4 months -until September, 1991- and condemned to ፲ year 
imprisonment with 3 years suspended sentence, for draft- evasion and with the 
obligation to do his military service. Maziotis has declared: "... 7 am an 
anarchist social revolutionary, I want and I struggle for world-wide 
anarchy... I am against the state and its institutions and I won’t serve the 
army..." 


20- 10 - There is a demonstration, organized by the "Support Committee", 
infront of the Propylea of the University of Athens, demanding the release of 
ደ. Skiftoulis. There is also an attack against a bus of ex-EAS, which is 
parked in a nearby street, causing bad damages. 


21- 10 - There is an attack, with molotov bombs, against the Post Office of 
Exarchia. 


22- 10 - A dismissed worker of EAS is arrested by the pigs of MAT, with the 
charge of attempting to break a bus. 

- There is a demonstration in Chania, Crete, in support to Vardis 
Tsouris, who demands for a second time his release. He is accused for 
participation in the clashes of July, 1990, against the American Bases in 
Chania, preventing a fire tender to approach the arsoned Perfecture building! 
Tsouris was inprisoned for 20 days, as dangerous for escape and was released 
with conditions. He is rearrested, after 17 months, for non- observance of 
the imposed conditions. 

- Chr. Marinos and £. Skiftoulis are found innocent of the accusations 
of attempting to steal a car, in Exarchia. The next day, the public 
prosecutor makes an appeal against the guiltless decision. 


23- 10 - There is a projection of documentaries from the Revolt of Mohawk 
indians, in Kavala, by the Initiative for Solidarity and Counter-Information, 

with the occasion of the closing of 500 years since the invasion of europeans 
in the indian land. The Initiative also realizes a happening, in the center 
a the town, with a small theatrical performance, and they distribute 
eaflets. 


26- 10 - There are attacks on 2 buses of ex-EAS, in Athena and in Pireas. 


29- 10 - A dismissed worker of EAS, who was charged with destroying a bus in 
Pireas, is guided to the court sitting all through the day to hear cases of 
flagrant crimes. 

- Vardis Tsouris starts hunger-strike, after his demand for his 
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release. He is imprisoned from 11/ 9 in the Prisons of Chania. 
HOVEMBER 1992 


The Colaboration fo Anarchist groups for Social Solidarity 
and Multiform Action, along with comrades of the east quarters 
of Athens, realize a series of demonstration, from 6 to 16 of 
November. The demonstrations are organized for solidarity to 
the imprisoned conscientious objector N. Maziotis, 
to the social activist K. Mazokopos, to Vardis Tsouris, 
N. Skiftoulis, as wel] to the imprisoned strikers of EAS. 
7- 11 : Solidarity demonstration in Petroupolis Square, 
with the film "Revolt in Attica Prisons" 
8- 11 : Discussion in the Intellectual Center of N. Liossia, 
with the subject "Solidarity to the anarchist prisoners” 
14- 11 : Demonstration-concert- slides’ projection in Exarchia 
square 
16- 11 : Demonstration in the Propylea of the University of Athens 
and march towards the Polytechnic School of Athens 


8- 11 - A cop kills an Albanian (one of many, almost daily murders of 
albanians). 

- The Initiative for Solidarity and Counter-Information realizes a 
concert, in Kavala, against the state repression and in solidarity with the 
imprisoned V. Tsouris and N. Skiftoulis. 


9- 11 - There is an arson attack ዐዘ a bus of the MOTOR-OIL Company, parked in 
Doiranis st., Kalithea, Athens, causing serious damages. The responsibility 
is taken by the organization "Liberating Resistance". 


10- 11 - There is a demonstration in Chania, Crete, demanding the release of 
Vardis Tsouris, who is on hunger-strike (llth day). Representatives of the 
dismissed workers of EAS participate in the demonstration. Vardis Tsouris 
declares: "Anyone is either free or not. I don’t want an invalid freedom. 
Being inprisoned because I said NO to the authority - I keep my freedom. Out 
of prison but being obedient-submissive I would had lost it!!". 


12- 11 - A dismissed driver of EAS is arrested by cops, with the charge that 
he was breaking the wind screen of a bus. 


13- 11 - There is a march, in the center of Athens, in support of the 
anarchist and conscientious objector N. Maziotis. 


15- 11 - The anarchist groups "Michalis Kaltezas" and "llth of January” send 
2 leaflet in a news paper, in which they take the responsibility for 23 
attacks, from September, 1991, to 14 of November, 1993. Specifically: 

- for the arson attacks of 11 ticket -offices of EAS, in several areas of 
Athens and of a bus of a tourist company, in King Heraklios st. As it is 
written in the leaflet, the company is cooperating with the German state, 
concerning deportations and "reinstallations" of refugees. 

- for the arson attacks on the local offices of ND in the quarters of 
Ellinikon, Ellinorosson and of Iliouvolis; on the local offices of PASOK 
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in the quarter of Elliniko and in N. Smirni; on a Scout Club in 
Peristeri, of the super-markets Galaxias and Sklavenitis, in Ilissia; on 
the offices of the football team "OLYMPIAKOS", in Passalimani. 

- On the cars of the police oficers Stathopoulos, in Pefki and of 
Sklavounos, in Kastela (quarters of Athens and of Pireas). 

- Also, according to the leaflet, the members of the two organizations have 
repetitively participated in clashes with the MAT forces in 
demonstrations, concerts and football grounds. 

The two groups declare that they are sold by the tactic hit and run, and 
that they "set fire to the hoax of social peacefulness and consensus, 
emphasizing the enormous abilities of the direct revolting action against the 
bosses, in every field of the social struggle and virtually the social 
explosion". 

- The 3-day celebration of the revolt in the Polytechnic School of 
Athens in 1973, starts. It is a celebration- effort to bury the struggle of 
people against the state and every form of authority, for freedom. The 
anarchists are there, because the struggle of memory against forgetfulness is 
also a struggle against every form of authority. 


16- 11 - The "celebration", of the Polytechnic School’s Revolt, starts. A 
group of people burns a ticket-office of EAS and a bus-station, in George 
street, beside the Polytechnic School of Athens and later, they throw molotov 
bombs against the ground floor offices of the ministry of commerce, in 
Kaningos square. In the afternoon there is a demonstration at the Propylea of 
the University of Athens, organized by the Colaboration of anarchist groups 
for Social Solidarity and Multiform Action and the anarchists from the east 
quarters of Athens, and a march towards the Polytechnic School. Despite the 
repressive measures (identifications 30 meters far from the demonstration), 
the demonstration goes on. Leaflets are given and texts are read. Finally, 
all demonstrators decide to march, despite the suffocating stench of the 
bigs, who have, strictly speaking, surrounded the area. The march, though 
small in size, is very vivid. The about 150 anarchists don’t stop to clamour 
chantings as: "THE PASSION FOR FREEDOM IS STRONGER THAN ALL PRISON CELLS" , 
"VIOLENCE TO THE VIOLENCE OF AUTHORITY", "COPS - PIGS -MURDERERS" , "FREEDOM 
TO THE ANARCHIST PRISONERS" etc. 

The march ends infront of the building of the Polytechnic School, 
"accompanied by big supression forces. There, anarchists, anti-authoritarians 
and young people are waiting. The people attack the cops with molotov bombs, 
whereas there is an effort to make baricades. At the same time there are some 
incidents between the anarchists - anti-authoritarians and the members of 
EEE (university students’ Union), who, acting with accordance to the cobs, 
try to close the entrance door. Finally they are beaten. Two ticket-offices 
of EAS and of HLPAP (Yellow Buses Company) are set on fire. A few hour later, 
the MAT forces push, the few people who want to clash, in the building of the 
Polytechnic School. The responsibility "for the disturbances at noon and at 
night" is taken by the "Wolves of Exarchia". 


17- 11 - Before the start of the march, outside the building of the 
Polytechnic School, where there are thusands of people, a ticket-office of 
ex-EAS, in the corner of the streets Stournari and Patission, is set on fire. 
With the begining of the march, people attack the offices of N.D. in 
Chalcokondili st. and two ticket-offices of OAS in Veratzerou St., with 
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molotov bombs. Also a fire tender is attacked, with molotov bombs and is 
ented to put out a fire. The march stops. The chains of KKE’s 
pulators, who are colaborating with the cops, are beaten badly and move 
towards Stadiou street. The National Bank of Greece, in the corner of 
Pzcission St. and Panepistimiou St., is attacked with molotov bombs and, a 
hour later, a big branch of the Post Offices, in Aeolou street, is badly 
royed. Also the bank of Central Greece in Stadiou st. and Benaki st., and 
bank of Piraeus in Stadiou st. are attacked, with molotov bombs. At this 
nt the MAT and the chains of ΚΚΕ start a syncronized and pre-arranged 
ack, in order to suppress all those who are clashing and destroying. Three 
squads stand in line and receive molotov bombs and stones. The cops, who 
also placed in other streets, attack the people at the same time with the 
hain makers of ΚΚΕ, who beat and encircle them. The chasing starts. Two cops 
are wounded. 26 ሀፀዐዐ?ፀ, mostly high-school students, are arrested. Only 6 of 
them are charged. 

- In the march, realized in Kavala, in memory of the Revolt of the 
Polytechnic School of Athens, there is a block of about 50 people with a 
banner saying: "THE SOCIAL-CLASS STRUGGLES ARE NOT LEGAL OR ILLEGAL, THEY ARE 
JUST - SELF-ORGANIZATION, RESISTANCE, SOLIDARITY". There are also leaflets 
for the release of the conscientious objector N. Maziotis. 

20- 11 - Countrymen block high-ways and demonstrate, in all the perfectures 
or Greece. 

- Vardis Tsouris is set free, after 70 days of imprisonment and of 22 
2272 of hunger-strike. He declares: "The temper for freedom and dignity 
cannot be closed in a cell, or in a mould". 

- The Initiative for Solidarity and Counter-Information organizes a 
ration in Kavala. The demonstration includes a movie projection and a

J. Tomanidis, 28 years old, unemployed, throws a molotov bomb, 
2 the entrance of a police station in Thessaloniki, invades the 
and attacks the cops with a knife. He is finally arrested. 


24- 11 - There is an attack with stones against 4 offices of N.D. in 


participation in the incidents happened outside the court of appeal of 
Sthens, where some of his "colleagues" were beaten and set naked. 


25- 11 - High-school students start to occupy "their" school buildings in 
Thessaloniki. 
- The conscientious objector N. Maziotis starts a hunger-strike. 
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30- 11 - After the armed clash, in Gyzi, of May 15, 1985, where the social 
activist Christos Tsoutsouvis was murdered and 3 cops were killed, the state 
hurl an expedition of attacks, by the media and every other disposable mean 
against the dead social activist, as wel] against persons and matters that 
may be in relation to him, and mostly with anti-state social practices. The 
state’s main aim was and is to strike the social struggle and the anti-state 
practices, as well as to horrify -through prosecutions and supression- the 
struggling people (after the armed clash of Gyzi a countable number of 
people, mostly anarchists, were prosecuted as members of the organization 
Anti-state Struggle). 

Thus, the state put George Balafas in the list of the wanted people, as 
"suspected for terrorism", along with the already prosecuted, for robbery, 
Abraham Lesperoglou. Under the threat of his extermination -numerous 
invasions of cops in the houses of his friends and acquintances- G. Balafas 
chose the way of disobedience, of the active denial of Jaws and institutions. 
He was wanted by the state for 7 years. Today he is arrested, along with his 
mate Vassiliki Michou and his friend Andreas Kyriakopoulos. G. Balafas has 
participated in the social struggle and as he declares, concerning his 
relation with the social activist Christos Tsoutsouvis, that they were 
relatives and friends. The state tries, for one more time, with Balafas’ 
arrest, to attack and to efface the social solidarity, human dignity, aiming 
at creating a cemetary’s silence, trying to put away its permanent nightmare. 
But the struggle against the state is continuous and uncompromising.

Two members of ONNED (youth part of ND), one 
retired army officer are beaten and the windscreen of a minister’s car is 
broken. The responsibility is taken by the "Anti-fascist groups" saying 
that: “Estimating that, historically as well as according to the present 
reality in Europe, the real foundation of fascism is social apathy and trying 
to show that we are not disposed to abide, in our country, the presence or 
the action of fascists, we succeeded in breaking up the first organized 
racist presence, of the last years". 


7- 12 - There is an attack, with molotov bombs, in high-scools of Psychico. 
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8- 12 - The "Initiative of support" and the "Conscientious objectors" realize

The aim of 
an occupation is not its closure in buildings, but its spread, bent on a 
struggle, on all fronts, against every form of institution and mechanism of 
the state and the bosses (schools, cops, judges, directors, --/-

1- 3 - An explosion of a home-made mechanism demolishes a war memorial with 
names of Italian soldiers, in Leros island.

- Damage is caused to the local offices of N.D., in Thessaloniki, after 
an attack with molotov bombs. A few hours later there is an attack against a 
branch of the National Bank of Greece, with molotov bombs, and also against a 
vehicle of the municipal TV station of Thessaloniki, TV100, outside the 
building of the station.

MAY 1993 


1- 5 - It’s May Day and ΓΣΕΕ (General Confederation of Labor) realizes its 
traditional demonstration. The Colaboration of Anarchist Groups for Social 
Solidarity and Multiform Action intervenes in it, with printed material, 
posters and stikers, as well with a banner, saying: "NO SLAVES, OR BOSSES, 
DOWN WITH THE STATE AND SALARIED WORK". There is also a leaflet, which is 
distributed, where, between other things, the following is written: "The 
people, persecuted by the slavery of the state and the bosses, have the 
capability and 277 the chances, in order to give real meaning and dynamics, 
to their struggle. Let’s remember the angry self-organized strikes, out and 
against the state, the parties and the unions. Let’s remember the dynamic 
occupations, the sabotage, the violent struggle...". 

After the end of the sanctioned speeches of the workers’ manipulators, there 
is a march towards the Parliament. Demonstrators attack the General Secretary 
of ΓΣΕΕ and member of the central committee of KKE(communist party) Theonas, 
whereas a molotov bomb jis thrown against the revenue office of Exarchia, at 
Zaimi Street.

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.are attacked with stones, pieces of wood and... dynamite, the explosion of 
which nearly killed a cop. 


6- 9 - Inhabitants of Chios island clash with forces of MAT, in their effort 
to prevent the installation of a floating fuel tank, in the natural port of 
Tholos. 3 people are wounded and 6 more are arrested. 

- 70 prisoners, of Kos’ Prisons, are on hunger- strike, as a protest 
against the bad beating of two Albanians after their attempt to escape. 


7- 9 - There is an explosion in the offices of the fascist organization 
"Golden Dawn - Polular League". The responsibility is taken by the 
"Revolutionary Anti-fascist Struggle". 

- There is an attack with molotov bombs against a bus of ex-EAS, in the 
area of Exarchia. 


15- 9 - Smal] incidents take place outside the coach-house of Rentis, between 
the dismissed people of ex-EAS and the bus-owners. Also, some buses are 
broken. Two dismissed workers of ex-EAS are arrested and an airgun with 150 
ball-bearings are found in their possession. 


17- 9 - There is a solidarity concert, in AXOEE(Economic University of 
Athens), in support to D. Voglis, who goes on trial on September 21, in 
Polygyros, Thessaloniki, accused of setting fire to police cars, with the 
name "Sleepless Anarchists".

If there are somethings that we oppose they are anger, spite and 
contriety to the state and its plans, having always MEMORY as one of our 
weapons in order to permanently overturn FORGETFULNESS, which guides to relax 
in vigilance, abandonment, advocate-]ubricity and to entreaty to 
personalities". The solidarity is also expressed for all the hostages of the 
state with posters. 


19- 9 - The group "Rabid anarchists" set on fire, with molotov bombs, a 
caravan used by N.D.(New Democracy) for the distribution of pre-election 
printed material, in Galatsi (quarter of Athens). The election are fixed by 
the dominators on October 10.

solidarity which makes conditions for the social struggle..." 


3- 11 - A cop’s car, parked outside of his house, in the area of Ano Gryfada, 
Athens, is set on fire. On the wall of the cop’s house, "15 of May" is 
written with spray paint. The responsibility is taken by the anarchist group 
"15 of May", saying: "We don’t forget the murderers of our comrades Prekas, 
Tsoutsouvis, Kaltezas. The struggle against the state is violent and non- 
stopping. Honor to Christos Tsoutsouvis". They also declare support to the 
improsoned George Balafas. 


5- 11 - Two high-schools in Thessaloniki (lst and 2nd of Malokopi) are 
occupated and two other, under the same roof, schools are obstructed to work. 


9- 11 - The occupations in the Ist and 2nd High-schools of Thessaloniki stop, 
after a violent intervention by parents.

During the march there are attacks, with molotov bombs, against a money- 
security van and a Juxurius mercedes. Also 4 banks and a security van are 
wrecked. Continuously, about 500 people, mostly anarchists and 
antiauthoritarians move towards the offices of the fascist organization 
"Golden Dawn", where they attack, with molotov bombs and stones, the MAT 
squads. After street-fightings of short duration the people occupy ΑΣΟΕΕ 
(Economic University). A fire tender is set on fire, whereas some TV 
reporters, who are chased with axes, take refuge in a near-by house-building. 
Two people are arrested. One cop and 3 firemen are wounded. 


15- 11 - The car of a retired police lieutenant-General is set on fire, in 
Ilioupolis, Athens.

Continuously, while parties’ members and deputies deliver anniversary 
speeches concerning the revolt of 1973, people attack the repressive forces, 
throwing molotov bombs, stones and flares, from the building of the 
Polytechnic School. The incidents do not spread. A few hour later a goup of 
4- 5 people, who go out of the building of the Polytechnic School, attack and 
destroy the special unit of external transmission of the radio-TV station 
SKY. 


17- 11 - The established march of E®EE (University students’ Union) towards 
the American Embassy, 20 years after the revolt, is realized. The perfect 
colaboration among cops, students and members of political parties has as a 
result the repression of all those who have the temper to clash. 


18- 11 - The local offices of PASOK, in St. Anargiri, are attacked with 
molotov bombs, early in the morning. The responsibility is taken by the 
organization "Minor commandos". In a phonecall they say: "We dedicate this 
attack, to the offices of PASOK, to the socialists and to the terror that 
they wanted to impose yesterday in Athens". 


19- 11 - There is an attack, with molotov bombs, against a bus of DEH(Public 
Electricity Company), parked in 34 Aretis st., Peristeri, Athens. 


20- 11 - After a proposal of the Colaboration of Anarchist groups for social 
Solidarity and Multiform Action, the ANARCHIST ARCHIEVES js created. The 
following is written, in a relevant text: "We have to clarify that the 
disposal of the Anarchist Archieves’ material is intended not only to 
comrades but to anyone who wants to be informed and to know the views and 
practices of the anarchists, for the period of 1971 up to now, as well as to 
acquire copies of teh printed material that is circulated during that 
period... The aim of all of us is not only the collection of material, but 
also its disposal in a way, so any comrade or collectives can be able to 
create "ANARCHIST ARCHIEVES". In the poster of the Anarchist Archieves, 
except of the opening hours, the following is mentioned: "For the struggle of 
memory against forgetfulness, which is a struggle of the people against the 
state and every form of authority, against the distortion and the effort of 
effacement of the social struggle”. 


2l- 11 - The EAA (Revolutionary Popular Struggle) adresses a capitulation 
proposal to the state. The organization proposes a suspension of its action 
until the summer of 1995 "if, in a reasonable period of time, all those who 
are imprisoned for their anti-capitalist, anti-imperialist political position 
and practice are set free and if the specific regime of security police and 
judicial persecution, against all those who have suffered and those who 
suffer, stop. The reasonable period of time cannot exceed the 100 days, from 
the day when PASOK won the regime’s elections". 
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-23- 11 - The car of the deputy rector of Aristotelio University of 
Thessaliniki, Antonis Mantis, is set on fire, in Thessaloniki. The 
responsibility is taken by the "Revolutionary Action". 


24- 11 - A home-made explosive mechanism is put under the car of the 
president of the 7th SEP(ex-EAS) D. Mermigas and causes serious damage. 


26- 11 - There is an arson attack in the local revenue office of Aegaleo. The 
responsibility is taken by the "Revolutionary Action". 


29- 11 - There is serious material damage in a school of Sepolia, Athens, 
caused after the arson attack on the Chemical Department of the school. 


30- 11 - The class records and the attendance records of the Technical School 
of Elefsina are set on fire. 

-: the High-School of Perama, Rethymno, Crete island, is set on fire 
and is completely destroyed. 


DECEMBER 1993 


6- 12 - The car of the cop Stam. J. Marinakis is exploded in Chania. The 
explosion causes serious damage to the car and in the windows of a store. 


8- 12 - 7 juveniles, who had attempted to escape from the Prisons of Diavata, 
Thessaloniki, are condemned by the prosecutor. 


7- 12 - The high-school occupations continue in Thessaloniki. They are up to 
20, including the obstructed ones. 

- The fascist J. Kalabokas is on trial, in the court of appeal in 
Larissa, for the murder of N. Temponeras, in January 1991. 

- Lifer J. Petropoulos is on his 22nd day of hunger-strike. He has been 
in prison for 20 years and he has participated in revolts and in escapes. 
The anarchist group "PROVOCATION TO REBELLION" organizes a discussion, in 
Thessaloniki, against the prisons and for the immediate release of J. 
Petropoulos. In their relevant leaflet they write: "The Struggle and the 
revolts of prisoners against the prisons, are not cut-off of the struggle of 
society. They are part of them, exactly because they are against one of the 
more barbarian institutions, which the state uses in order to preserve its 
interests...". 


8- 12 - The number of the occupied high-schools in Thessaloniki, including 
the obstructed ones, is up to 30. 


10- 12 - A lebanese is killed in a bank by the mercenary bank-guard, after an 
armed-robbery by 3 people. 


12- 12 - Ap explosive mechanism, put in the high-school of Perama, Rethymno, 
Crete islamd, causes serious damages in the professors’office, to furniture 
and te scheel ፎ087፻867፲. 

16- 12 - As expiesive mechanism jis put in a department of the Ministry of 


Navigatiom. There is no explosion. 
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- The number of occupied schools in Thessaloniki is up to 44, and the 
obstructed ones are 12. (The number 56 schools is translated to 18,000 
students, who are not in lessons). 


17- 12 - The number of occupied schools in Thessaloniki is up to 48. 


21- 12 - Damage is caused in the 24th High-school of Thessaloniki. Doors, 
windows and telephone devices are destroyed. The damage is up to 5,000,000 
drs, according to an employee of the Dept. of Maintenance of School 
buildings. 


22- 12 - There is an attack, by explosive-fire bomb, outside a building of 
the Army Navy. Serious damages is caused in the car of the mayor of Preveza 
(a city in west Greece), who was discussing with the Minister of Interior, as 
well in another car. The responsibility is taken by the organization "Anti- 
authoritarian Struggle", by a phonecaller, demanding "freedom to the hunger 
striker J. Petropoulos, freedom to the activists Kyriakos Mazokovos, George 
Balafas, Vassiliki Michou and Andreas Kyriakopoulos". 


28- 12 - The occupation of the school cluster of "Euclides", in Thessaloniki, 
stops. The damage caused is uncalculated. 


29- 12 - Two fire-mechanisms are put in 2 cars of the urban planning dent. 
and of the direction of Commerce of Pireas (3, Karaiskou st. and 18, Alipedou 
st.). The responsibility is taken by the "Anti-regime Struggle".
